Discussion with Mr. Dulles 
Re the NOSENKO Information 
on OSWALD 



>^v i. Mr, Dulles, with whom I spoke today, r^alled 
his earlier conversation with you on this subd^j^^and 
said that there were still some members of^l^^^nmis- 
sion who were concerned lest they suppre^‘^d> TOSENKO 
information now only to have it surfk^^^ 
date. They expressed concern that^c^^^^coul^ 
prejudice the entire V/arren Commi3?,r^^' fe^or'^^ told 
Mr. Dulles that this concern v^S;?H" 5 iderstari^^ but 
that we still felt the best cburse'^ be to 
omit any reference to the NOSEi^O Mi^ii^^ion in the 
final report. V/hile it is conceivat^eorhat NOSENKO 
might someday be in a position to claim that he provided 
information on the KENNEDY assassination, I said that 
the difference between NOSENKO 's situation and that of 
other bona fide defectors was such that it would be less 
likely that NOSENKO would be allowed to surface in this 
way. I noted that if the NOSENKO information were in- 
cluded as is in the final Commission report and then 
later the facts of NOSENKO's agent mission became public 
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r,^gxort but at the same time it would, not be 
ecj.^<'.^ ' a manner i/nich would be at variance with 
cjtx't-itHJ'^operational considerations we have raised. 

. agreed that an effort might be made to 

f language if Mr. Dulles is again unsuccessful in 
,p^^5j;^ding his colleagues to eliminate any reference to 
twe^OSENKO information from the report. To attempt 
tMs, hoivever, we would have to know precisely in what 
context the Commission intended to make use of the 
NOSENKO information. This,. Mr. Dulles will have to 
determine from Mr. Rankin. He will do this as soon as 
possible. He knows that I am leaving this week and 
therefore, will contact you as soon as he has the infor- 
mation he needs from Mr. Rankin. 

4. I have briefed Pete Bagley on these latest 
developments and since he and Lee V»'i|ren in my S^p are 
fully cognizant of all the problems involved, fcn^^can 
work out language for your approval which hou^|jt^^ will 
be satisfactory.
